oa ratification of the war debt set- 
tlements. 

The premier declared categorically 
tnat there was no other issue than 
pure and simple ratification. 

In his analysis of the situation, the 
rremier, planging into the problem 
which will have a decided effect on 
the fate of his government, gave a 
synopsis of the events that led up 
to the issue of Liberty bonds which 
er.abled the United States to lend im- 
mense sums to the allied powers. 

Replies to Interruptions. 

Mounting the speaker's stand ac- 
cording to his habit, the premier had 
a voluminous pile of documents which 
he consulted freely during his dis- 


course and utilized in reply to inter- 
ruptions. 

Louis Marin, leader of the conserva- 
tive group, demanded of the premier 
why no effort had been made to dis- 
tribute the burden of the war equally 
among all the allies and associates. 

To this M. Poincare replied that 
as far as France is concerned he was 
now occupied with money borrowed to 
continue the war and which ought to 
be repaid. 

Successive interrptions during the 
premier’s speech indicated that do- 
mestic political considerations held an 
important place in the debate, each 
perty apparently “endeavoring to 
throw upon the other respnhsibility for 
having incurred the enormous obliga- 
tion involved and of not having been 
able to arrive at a more advantageous 
settlement. 

Declares for Ratification. 

During his remarks M. Poincare 
called the attention of the chamber 
to the attitude of Philip Snowden, the 
new chancellor of the exchequer in 
Ggreat Britain, in an effort to show 
that the question required a clear and 
unequivocal decision, which he _ de- 
clared could be no other than ratifi- 
cation of the debt settlements with- 
out qualification. 

M. Poincare continued to speak 
right up to the time of adjournment 
and he will again take the rostrum 
tomorrow morning.

Washington, July 11.—(4)—Com- 
menting on the protests received from 
foreign governments on the pending 
tariff bill, Chairman Borah of the 
senate foreign relations committee to- 
day declared “the real kick against 
the house tariff bill is with our own 
people and not with the _ people 
abroad.”’ 

“I do not think that in all the his- 
tory of tariff legislation,’ Senator Bo- 
rah said in a statement, “there has 
been such an utter disregard of the 
pledges of a party as are incorporated 
in the house tariff bill. 

“When we take into consideration 
the mergers and the combines which 
are being formed with reference to 
everything which goes into one’s stom- ' 
ach and onto his back and then take 
into consideration the aid which is 
given such mergers by the house bill, 
I think it is the American people who 
had better be vigilant as to what is 
happening. 

“It is natural, and I think perfect-— 
ly proper, for foreign people to bring 
to our attention what ‘they conceiv¢ 
to be thé: tirébable ef of our pre- 
pdsed legislation relative to the tar- 
iff. And, of course, we should always 
take into consideration what the prob- 
able effect abroad will be because we 
are interested in our foreign trade. 


In other words, the effect abroad is 
one of the elements which ought to 
be considered in making a tariff.” 

Tariff was discussed by President 
Hoover today with senate republican 
leaders who subsequently asserted the 
conviction that “adequate protection” 
should be the measure applied to rate 
revisions. 

Senators Watson, of Indiana; and 
Reed, of Pennsylvania, ranking repub- 
licans on the finance committee, were 
breakfast guests of the president. The 
White House described the tariff dis- 
cussion as general.

, Suspended from all duties connected 


with the consulate, pending further in- 
vestigation by Minister C. C. Wu, the 
representative in Washington of the 
new Nanking government. 


The ministers’ action followed the 
receipt at the legation of numerous 
messages from Chinese in the United 
States and the dispatch by him of 
a preliminary -report to Nanking. 
Among the Chinese demands for ac- 
tion against the former vice consul 
and his wife was the demand by the 
executive committee of the kuomin- 
{ang in America—the party which sup- 
ports the present Chinese government 
-——for trial of Mrs. Ying Kao under 
Chinese law, which is more drastic in 
such cases than American law. 


That is regarded in some quarters 
as ‘placing her and her husband in 
osition of political refugees.

Bolt Strikes 
Plane; Pilot, 


Dazed, Unhurt 


DeFuniak Springs, Fla., Jufy 11.— 
(?)—Knocked unconscious by a bolt 
of lightning that struck his airplane, 
sending it spinning several hundred 
feet out of control to crash in a woods 
near here, Jack Morris, 24-year-old 
pilot, was alive tonight and none the 
worse for his experience except the 
loss of his plane. 

Morris, who started a flying course 
in Ann Arbor, Mich., three years ago 
and completed it recently in St. Louis, 
had taken off from a field here to 
test out a newly purchased plane when 
he encountered a sudden rain squall 
near Glendale.

“Before the lightning struck my 
plane I noticed that was almost 
out of gas. If I had flown two min- 
utes more my tank would have been 
drv.” =f 

Morris said the plane did not ignite 
when the lightning «struck, but that 
his motor stopped instantly. After 
that. he said, everything was “blank 
to him until he regained consciousness 
in the wreckage of his plane. 

Morris, wh6 lives with his family 
here, said the accident had not affect- 
ed his nerve and that he was anxious 
to “gét back into the air again.”

In most cases it is the mind that breaks, and it breaks because of 
' brooding. 
| The beginning of the break is vanity. And when vanity is thwarted 
and denied its own way, it sits and suffers in silence—feeling sorry for 
itself, inwardly raging. because of its helplessness, stubbornly determined 
never to surrender and accept the inevitable—and after a few months 
of morbid resentment, there is a job for the “specialist.” 7 

Man is born with an appetite for freedom. He resents restraint as 
naturally as he resents a blow. The best natured of infants will yell 
when its arms are held. 

Why, then, does resentment of restraint result in disaster? Can it 
be that anything so natural is harmful? 

As a matter of fact, resentment is not harmful if given free rein. 
Endeavor to thwart a normal man or restrain him and he will fight tooth 
and nail to win freedom and overcome the obstacles that hinder him. 
That is natural. And whatever the result may be, the fact that he did 
his best will preserve the man’s self-respect and enable him to accept the 
inevitable without shame. 

It is self-imposed restraint that causes ‘“‘nerves.” 

One. who resents the scheme of things and yet curbs the natural im- 
pulse to fight against it is opposing nature and inviting trouble. 

When conscience or hurt feelings or a morbid delight in martyrdom 
prompts endurance of a state of affairs that is hateful, the usual result 
is a brooding self-pity that threatens sanity. | 

You can’t go contrary to nature and avoid scars. 

Nature urges you to struggle when you resent restrictions. If you 
refuse to struggle and force yeurself to submit though your heart is hot 
| with resentment, you must pay for your violation of natural law. 

Resentment, like steam, will wreck the-premises if you confine it. 

There are people, long schooled in humility and obedience, who ex- 
pect nothing and are incapable of self-pity, but those who have normal 
pride must fight to save their souls. 

This does not mean that one should go through life kicking against 
the inevitable. To rage against what can’t be helped is childish and silly. 

But to preserve complete sanity, a man must avoid the self-imposed 
_martyrdoms that lead to morbid brooding, and must fight for liberty and 
| right and justice. 

Accept the inevitable cheerfully, but refuse to believe it is inevitable 


, while you have the strength to fight or a chance to run.

New Orleans, July 11.—(#)-~—Op- 
timistic over the outlook, government 
and civic negotiators moved from 
conference to conference today in the 
hope of effecting a settlement of the 
ten-day street car strike. 

They renewed their efforts for an 
early compromise between the union 
and the company after United States 
Marshal Victer JToisel announced 


| that he would advise the New Orleans 


Public Service. Inec., to attempt to 
resume car service either Saturday or 
Sunday. Some of the negotiators 
fear further violence if the cars are 
started before some agreement is 
reached between the opposing  fac- 
tions. 

The marshal said he would guard 
the ears with federal deputies, with 
the aid of the police, and he did not 
believe there would be any attacks 
on the cars, but he would be prepared 
to protect the companys property as 
directed by the federal injunction. 

Five offenders against the injunc- 
tion were brought before Judge 
Wayne G. Borah of the United States 
district court, who issued the injunc- 
tion. He sentenced Charles Engel- 
brecht to thirty days in jail on testi- 
mony of causing a disturbance at a 
car barn, and sentenced William 
Gardello, aged 20, to five days’ im- 
prisonment because’ he refused _ to 
leave the vicinity of a barn. The

Supporters 
of the plan declared that it would re- 
sult in a simplified, efficient state 
government, with a probable saving of 
$500,000 a year in operating expenses. 

The house committee on ways and 
means heard an address Thursday 
morning by R. C. Norman, state tax 
commissioner, relative to the need for 
reform in Georgia’s taxation system. 
Pointing out that the existing consti- 
tutional provision for a uniform ad 
valorem tax is antiquated, Mr. Nor-

The suit named James’ Butler, 
Thomas Fuller, Bill Grubbs, and 
Beeler Jenkins. It was filed by an 
Atlanta attorney. 

Thompson and his wife, and a negro, 
James Muss, were convicted and sen- 
tenced to death for the killing of Cole- 
man Osborne, storekeeper of Chats- 
worth, Ga., in the summer of 1927. 


TURNS 10 SARGON

The Thompsons were arrested across 
[the line in Tennessee and tried before 
a Murray county, rg jury. All 
pleaded not guilty and ompson and 
Moss were electrocuted in Milledgeville 
in the summer of 1928 still protesting 
their innocence.

According to testimony at the trial, 
the storekeeper was slain late at night 
after being hailed from bis filling sta- 
tion.

Home Secretary Decides 
Against Permitting Exiled 
Leader To Enter Britain. 


London, July 11. —()— Home 
Secretary Clynes announced in the 
house of eommons this afternoon 
that he had decided against allowing 
Leon Trotzky, exiled communist lead- 
er, to visit Great Britain. 

The newly-formed labor govern- 
ment scarcely had assumed power 
last month when Trotzky, apparently 
hoping that ‘the laborites would be 
more sympathetic to his request than 
the former conservative government, 
asked Ramsay MacDonald, the pre- 
mier, for authorization to visit Eng- 
land “for urgent medical treatment 
and scientific work.”

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GEORGIA CROPS 
NEAR AVERAGE 


The month of June was generally 
favorable for cultivation and develop- 
ment of crops and reported condition 


for all crops on Juiy 1—with the ex- 
ception of fruits and pecans—was bet- 
ter than for the same date one year 
ago. 

Farmers labored under a_ severe 
handicap this year in preparation of 
land and in securing stands, due to 
late spring rains, wind damage and 
accompanying cool temperatures. 

However, substantial recovery from 
those unfavorable factors is now tak- 
ing place. This is an “off year’ for 
all the fruit crops and production is 
very short. 

Corn Report Better. 


Reported condition of corn is SO 
per cent, as compared with 68 per 
cent last July and the 10-year average 
of 73 per cent. Acreage shows a 1 
per cent increase over 1928, or a total 
of 3,656,000 acres, and the indicated 
crop is placed at 49,722,000 bushels, 
as compared with the short 1928 crop 
of 38,010,000 bushels and 49,290,000 
a" for the five-year average, 1923- 

927. 

Wheat acreage harvested this year 
was 10 per cent greater than last sea- 
son and estimated production of 1,030,- 
000 bushels. upon the 103,000 
acres harvested compares with 1,034.- 
000 bushels in 1928 and the five-year 
average of 1,242,000 bushels. 

Acreage of oats harvested was 40 
per cent greater than the short acre- 
age of 1928 and estimated produetioen 
upon the 371,000 acres is 8.533.000 
bushels. 

Production Jast year was only 
0,300,000 bushels, or 35 per cent below 
average production for the five-year 
period. 

15 Per Cent Decrease in Tobacco. 

_Estimated acreage of tobacco shows 
15 per cent decrease from the record 
1928 figure. On the 104,000 acres 
indicated crop is 77.750.000 
pounds, as compared with 84.387.000 
pounds last year, or a yield per acre 
of 448 pounds against final yield of 
690 pounds in 1928. 

Curing will soon be completed and 
quality of the crop is reported much 
better than last year. 

Peanut acreage grown alone is de- 
creased 5 per cent from last season. 
In 1928, 350,000 acres out of 468.000 
grown alone were harvested for nuts 
with estimated production of 189,000,- 
000 pounds, 

Condition of the current crop is 88 
per cent, as against 78 per cent July 
1, 1928. Acreage for nuts this year 
will depend on the percentage of total 
acreage that will be utilized for this 
purpose, 


Peaches Fall Short. 


Reported at only 34 per cent of a 
full crop. This has been a year of 
steady decline for peach prospects 
with the advancement of the season. 
In April growers reported 84 per cent, 
in May 60 per cent and in June the 
indication had dropped to 40 per cent. 
Rains at blooming time, the heay- 
lest curculio infestation in years and 
windstorm damage in late April and 
early May all combined in making this 
the shortest crop since 1920.

CHINA FIRES. SOVIET 
BOARD FROM CONTROL

Peping. China, July ~11.—()— 
Struggle for control of the Chinese 
Eastern railway; an old “bone of con- 
tention” between Russia and China, 
has entered a new phase with an an- 
nouncement by the Chinese that the 
Russian board of five has been dis- 
missed. 

The action was taken under orders 
from the northeast communications 
committee which has placed a Chinese 
as head of the railway. Hitherto the 


railway administration was vested in 
a. board consisting of five Russians 


'and five Chinese and the profits equal- 


talking | 


ly divided, 

Japan, while not involved in the 
present Chinese Eastern railway row, 
is a most interested spectator chiefly 
because of the Japanese-owned South 
Manchuria railway which makes large 
profits each year. Last year's profits 
of the Chinese Eastern railway were 
nearly $8,000,000 in gold. 

The Chinese Easterv, which was 
built by the Russians and has been 
operated by both Russians and Chi- 
nese, has a total trackage of 1,079 
miles. It is roughlv T-shaped, the main 
branch being 930 miles and a branch 
line from Harbin to the south being 
149 miles. It serves a vast region in 
North Manchuria. 


The Chinese by the seizure of the 
telephone and telegraphs gradually 
are assuming full control of the rail- 
way itself.and it has been announced 
than 160 and possibly more Russian 
employes will be deported. 

Observers are speculating as_ to 
whether trans-Siberian traffic may be 
interrupted as it is reported that the 
Russians may retaliate by severing 
the trans-Siberian Chinese Eastern 
connections.
